For a citizen of the United States tb
spend fifty years in prominence before
the public and leave behind him an
honored name i{s unusual and remark-
able.

Schurz was a delegate to the conven-
tion that nominated Lincoln for pres-
ident and had much to do with bringing
ahout that nomination. After the con-
vention he worked actively for Lincoln,
speaking in German and in English at
many points. Lincoln made him min-
ister to Spain, but a few months after
the war broke out Schurz resigned his
post and returned to the United States
to enter the army. He was given the
command of a brigade in Sigel's famous
Adivision and because of conspicuous gal-
lantry and abllity he was promoted to
be a major general within a short time.

After the war Mr. Schurz continued
his active interest in politicse. In 1889
he was elected United States senator
from Missouri. He had been in the sen-
2'e but two years when he began an-
tagonizing some of the policies of Gen-
eral Grant. The hostility between the
men became so pronounced that, in 1872,
... BSchurz presided over the conven-
tion that nominated Greely. He went
back into the Republican fold in the
next presidential campaign, however,
and became secretary of the interior
in the Hayes cabinet.

In 1880 Mr. Schurz supported Garfleld,
but in 1884 1883 and 1892 he was for
CIe\-ela.nd. In 1896 Mr. Schurz again be-

came a Republican, leaving the Demo-
cratic party because of the free silver
issue.
